I  remembered  way  back  in  1948  when  it  took  nearly  ten  hours  to  cross;  yes,  flying  had  come 
a  long  way  in  ten  years. 

New  York  greeted  me  with  more  friendliness.  Here  I  found  JEANNINE  CAMPBELL  on  Broadway 
in  JOSEPHINE  COLEMAN'S  latest  production  "Oh  Mother!"  What  a  thrill  it  was  to  see  them  both! 
A  stop  over  at  the  Waldorf  and  almost  sure  death  when  a  crowd  of  autograph  hunters  mobbed  around 
a  poor  actress  from  Hollywood.  I  turned  and  looked  back  to  catch  the  eye  of  KAY  EVERT,  the  now 
famous  starlet.  Signing  the  register  another  kind  of  joy  filled  my  heart,  JOY  OLSON  was  staying  at  the 
Waldorf  during  her  modeling  tour  of  the  East.
